Plowing Farmer Under 


Partisans o f the welfare legislatio n o f the past 
thirty y ears inv ariably try to ru le their o ppo nents o ut 
o f co u rt as repu table witnesses by stigmatizing them as 
heartless, selfish and inhu mane. But welfare legislatio n, 
which v ery o ften fails to pro du ce the effect that is in­ 
tended, frequ ently o perates in practice in a way that 
makes life in the ju ngle seem co rdial by co ntrast. 
The inhu manity o f o u r agricu ltu ral su ppo rt pro ­ 
gram. fo r ex ample, is demo nstrated any time that a 
statistician lo o ks at what has happened to milio ns o f 
farmers since the creatio n o f the first Triple A in the 
^in etcen thirties. The ex cu se fo r the o riginal New Deal 
■ gricu ltu ral laws was that they were needed to pro tect 
The family farm, particu larly the small farm with the 
high mo rtgage. But o n the farm, as elsewhere, “ them 
as has, gits” and when the go v ernment go es into the 
bu siness o f subsidizing the farmer o n the basis o f a 
fair percentage o f his pro du ce, the mo re afflu ent o pera­ 
to r "gits” the mo st. 


The New Dea l, in fa iling to esta blish a to p rut- 
o ff po int fo r to ta l pa rity benefit pa y ments to a n 
indiv idua l fa rmer, ma de it inev ita ble tha t the rich 
a gricultura list, the o ne who co uld a ffo rd to co mbine 
the mo st ma chinery with his ma npo wer, wo uld 
rea lly ma ke a go o d thing o ut o f the sUte suppo rt o f 
his effo rt. The po o rer fa rmer, struggUng to get a 
co tto o cro p, sa y , o ut o f his fo rty a cres a nd a mule, 
co uld no t pro duce eno ugh o n his go v ernment a cre­ 
a ge a llo tment to co mma nd a decent suppo rt lo a n. 
Thus he nev er co uld a ffo rd to buy a tra cto r a nd 
mo re la nd. 


The mills o f the go ds hav e been grinding slo wly 
since the day s o f the pio neer 'Triple A. But they hav e 
been grinding ex ceedingly fine. Edward Higbee, a land 
u tilizatio n ex pert fro m the Univ ersity o f Rho de Island 
who recently co mpleted a stu dy o f farm trends fo r the 
Twentieth Centu ry Fu nd, is po sitiv ely dev ilish in hi.s 
assembly o f statistics bearing o n the hu man ero sio n o f 
the past thirty y ears o n the farm fro nt. In 1935. when 
Henry Wallace. Rex fo rd TugweU and o ther knights 
errant o f the New Deal were gallo ping fo rth to sav e the 
farmer, there were 6.8 millio n farm u nits in the United 
States. In 1961 there were o nly 3.7 millio n. This means 
that mo re than three millio n farm families hav e had to 
qu it the so il despite the billio ns in su bsidy mo ney lav ish­ 
ed o n American agricu ltu re. 
Ho w ccHjld there hav e been so mu ch hu man attritio n 
In an era that has been do minated by the welfarist 
mind? Lo o king back o n the reco rd, it beco mes o bv io us 
that no bo dy ev er had any real desire to institu te a hu­ 
mane pro gram fo r the small farmer. 
Ev ery bit o f farm legislatio n fo r three decades has 
made it less an less pro fitable to u se cru de labo r po wer 
in the fields, barns and feeding lo ts o f the U. S. With 
acreage allo tments limited, the farmer with the mo st 
efficient machinery and the lo west to tal labo r co sts per 
bu shel co uld o bv io usly make the mo st mo ney o ut o f the 
su ppo rt pro gram. 


True eno ugh, the industria l rev o lutio n in a gri- 
eulture wo uld wo rk to elimina te the sma ll, inef­ 
ficient fa mily fa rm in a ny ev ent. But thirty y ea rs o f 
o ffering premiums fo r use o f ma chinery , fertilizer 
a nd gentic science ha v e speeded up the pro cess. 
The sma ll, rela tiv ely inefficient fa rmer ha s ha d less 
time tha n he might no rma lly ha v e co unted o n to 
find so mething mo re suited to hit ta lents. He ha s 
been thro wn, willy -nilly , o n the city befo re new 
urba n industries ha v e ha d the o ppo rtunity to a bso rb 
him. 


The who le cru el impact o f the o peratio n is apparent 
f 


ee y o u lo o k at a city like Washingto n. D. C., which 
filled with Negro refu gees fr(mi the So uth who co uld 
no t make o ut as farmers with o nly their mu scles and a 
mu le to raise a cro p. 
'True eno ugh, if the small farm er had had the in- 
ttinct o f the Eu ro pean peasant, he might hav e made 
o ut. A co uple o f weeks ago I dro v e thriHigh the Amish 
co u ntry o f Pennsy lv ania, that smiling stretch o f ro lling 
land between Lancaster and Mo rganto wn. The Amish, 
to ju dge by ev ery thing y <Hi see, are still pro v ing to the 
wo rld that a farmer can make a liv ing if he dev o tes 
mo st o f his time, and hard perso nal labo r, to feeding 
himself and his family o u t o f garden pro duce. The 
Amish still refu se to waste mo ney o n gaso line o r ex ­ 
pensiv e machinery . But they liv e like peasants — and 
this has nev er appealed to the av erage American fann-

On Friday o f this week, an­ 
o ther tempo rary patch-u p o f the 
bitter dispu te between the So v iet 
and Chinese Co mmu nists was su p­ 
po sed to begin in Mo sco w, at the 
schedu led Sino -Russian meeting to 
discu ss differences. 
Only a mo nth o r so ago , this was 
the all-bu t-u nanimo u s fo recast o f 
the leading stu dents o f the Co m­ 
mu nist branch 
o f demo no lo gy . 
With a tru e embarrassment o f 
riches to cho o se fro m, bo th the 
Chinese and So v iet parties had al­ 
ready named their mo st tho ro u gh­ 
ly nasty high perso nages as their 
nego tiato rs at the Mo sco w meet­ 
ing. Bu t despite this negativ e sign, 
a patch-u p was still ex pected. 
To day , in sharp co ntrast, the 
ex pert fo recast is no patch-u p. 
and pro bably a final break be­ 
tween the two chief Co mmu nist 
parties o f the wo rld. This great 
shift in ex pert o pmio n is impo rt­ 
ant in Itself, since the Co mmun- 
ist-demo no lo gists are influ ential 
co u nselo rs o f ev ery Western go v ­ 
ernment. 
The reaso ns fo r the shift are 
co mpelling. (They had to be co m­ 
pelling, fo r the 
ex perts 
lo athe 
changing their minds. > First (rf 
all, the Chinese hav e bro ken all 
prev io u s reco rds with a v icio us 
denu nciatio n o f Nikita S. Khru sh­ 
chev and all his wo rks, pu blished 
less than a fo rtnight befo re the 
suppo sed "reco nciliatio n” meet­ 
ing. 
Fo r the first time, therefo re, 
the Western ex perts hav e been 
relu ctantly driv en to co nclude that 
the Chinese Co mmu nist leaders 
activ ely desire a final break with 
Mo sco w — altho u gh 
a 
break 
which can be blamed o n Mo sco w if 
po ssible. The o ld v iew, that the 
sacred u nity o f the Co mmu nist

It is time, therefo re, to think 
abo u t the character o f the new 
wo rld-pattern that is likely to be 
pro du ced by such a transfo rming 
ev ent. With du e respect, the best 


way to env isio n the effects o f a 
final break between the So v iet 
and Chinese Co mmu nist parties 
is to recall the great church-div i- 
sio ns, which to o k place when the 
Patriarch o f Co nstantino pe pro ­ 
claimed his independence o f the 
Bisho p o f Ro me, and when Mar­ 
tin Lu ther nailed his theses to the 
chu rch do o r at Wittenberg. 
This break will hav e so me o f 
the character o f bo th o f these 
rifts in the chu rch. In o ther wo rds, 
there will be a basic territo rial 
div isio n, like the ancient div i­ 
sio n between 
the Eastern 
and 
Western Chu rches. The Chinese 
Co mmu nists hav e already gained 
the adherence o f all the o ther 
Oriental Co mmunist parties ex ­ 
cept the No rth Vietnamese, who 
will almo st certainly hav e to fo l­ 
lo w Peking when the mo ment o f 
crises arriv es.

Official patronage of the arts in Europe is 
a tradition reaching back to the Renaissance.

He is concerned not only about what the gov­ 
ernment should do for the arts, but what it is 
doing to them. 
His report to the President is critical of the

agencies, and

of course, he favors more federal spending on 
the arts.

This position 
may not satisfy those whose demands for gov­ 
ernment subsidies are more expansive. 
But it will make sense to taxpayers who 
believe high cultural standards and spending 
more millions are not necessarily inseparable.

Plow ing Farmer Under 


Partisans of the w elfare legislation of the past 
thirty years invariably try to rule their opponents out 
of court as reputable witnesses by stigm atizing them as 
heartless, selfish and inhumane. But w elfare legislation, 
which very often fails to produce the effect that is in­ 
tended, frequently operates in practice in a way that 
m akes life in the jungle seem cordial by contrast. 
The inhum anity of our agricultural support pro­ 
gram , for exam ple, is dem onstrated any tim e that a 
statistician looks at w hat has happened to milions of 
farm ers since the creation of the first Triple A in the 
jiineteen thirties. The excuse for the original New Deal 
ftgricultural laws w as that they w ere needed to protect 
the family farm , particularly the sm all farm with the 
high m ortgage. But on the farm , as elsewhere, "them 
as has. gits" and when the governm ent goes into the 
business of subsidizing the farm er on the basis of a 
fair percentage of his produce, the m ore affluent opera­ 
tor "g its” the most. 


The New Deal, in failing to establish a top cut­ 
off point for total parity benefit payments to an 
individual farmer, made it inevitable that the rich 
agriculturalist, the one who could afford to combine 
the most machinery with his manpower, would 
really make a good thing out of the state support of 
his effort. The poorer farmer, struggling to get a 
cotton crop, say, out of his forty acres and a mule, 
could not produce enough on his government acre­ 
age allotment to command a decent support loan. 
Thus he never could afford to buy a tractor and 
more land. 


The mills of the gods have been grinding slowly 
since the days of the pioneer Triple A. But they have 
been grinding exceedingly fine Edw ard Higbee, a land 
utilization expert from the U niversity of Rhode Island 
who recently com pleted a study of farm trends for the 
Twentieth Century Fund, is positively devilish in his 
assem bly of statistics bearing on the human erosion of 
the past thirty years on the farm front. In 1935. when 
Henry Wallace, Rexford Tugweli and other knights 
erran t of the New Deal were galloping forth to save the 
farm er, there w ere 6.8 million farm units in the United 
States. In 1961 there w ere only 3.7 million. This m eans 
that m ore than three million farm fam ilies have had to 
quit the soil despite the billions in subsidy money lavish­ 
ed on American agriculture. 


How could there have been so much hum an attrition 
In an era that has been dom inated by the w elfarist 
mind? Looking back on the record, it becomes obvious 
that nobody ever had any real desire to institute a hu­ 
m ane program for the sm all farm er. 
Every bit of farm legislation for three decades has 
m ade it less an less profitable to use crude labor power 
in the fields, barns and feeding lots of the U. S. With 
acreage 
allotm ents limited, the farm er with the most 
efficient m achinery and the lowest total labor costs per 
bushel could obviously m ake the m ost money out of the 
support program . 


True enough, the industrial revolution In agri­ 
culture would work to eliminate the small, inef­ 
ficient family farm in any event. But thirty years of 
offering premiums for use of machinery, fertilizer 
and gentle science have speeded up the process. 
The small, relatively inefficient farmer has had less 
time than he might normally have counted on to 
find something more suited to his talents. He has 
been thrown, willy-nilly, on the city before new 
urban industries have had the opportunity to absorb 
bim. 


The whole cruel im pact of the operation is apparent 
t 


oo you look at a city like W ashington. D. C., which 
filled with Negro refugees from the South who could 
not m ake out as farm ers with only their m uscles and a 
mule to raise a crop. 
True enough, if the sm all farm er had had the in­ 
stinct of the European peasant, he might have m ade 
out. A couple of weeks ago I drove through the Amish 
country of Pennsylvania, that smiling stretch of rolling 
land between Lancaster and Morgantown. The Amish, 
to judge by everything you see, are still proving to the 
world that a farm er can m ake a living if he devotes 
m ost of his tim e, and hard personal labor, to feeding 
him self and his family out of garden produce. The 
Amish still refuse to waste money on gasoline or ex­ 
pensive m achinery. But they live like peasants — and 
this has never appealed to the average American farm - 


WASH1NGTON 


On Friday of this week, an­ 
other tem porary patch-up of the 
bitter dispute between the Soviet 
and Chinese Communists was sup­ 
posed to begin in Moscow, at the 
scheduled Sino-Russian meeting to 
discuss differences. 
Only a month or so ago, this was 
the all-but-unanimous forecast of 
the leading students of the Com­ 
munist 
branch 
of 
demonology. 
With a true em barrassm ent of 
riches to choose from, both the 
Chinese and Soviet parties had al­ 
ready named their m ost thorough­ 
ly nasty high personages as their 
negotiators at the Moscow m eet­ 
ing. But despite this negative sign, 
a patch-up was still expected. 
Today, in sharp contrast, the 
expert forecast is no patch-up, 
and probably a final break be­ 
tween the two chief Communist 
parties of the world. This great 
shift in expert opinion is im port­ 
ant in itself, since the Commun- 
lst-demonologists 
are 
influential 
counselors of every W estern gov­ 
ernm ent. 
The reasons for the shift are 
compelling. (They had to be com­ 
pelling, for the 
experts 
loathe 
changing their minds.) F irst of 
all. the Chinese have broken all 
previous records with a vicious 
denunciation of Nikita S. Khrush­ 
chev and all his works, published 
less than a fortnight before the 
supposed 
"reconciliation" 
m eet­ 
ing 
For the first time, therefore, 
the Western experts have been 
reluctantly driven to conclude that 
the Chinese Communist leaders 
actively desire a final break with 
Moscow — although 
a 
break 
which can be blamed on Moscow if 
possible. The old view, that the 
sacred unity of the Communist 
bloc m ust dom inate the decision­ 
making of both sides, is therefore 
• out the window at last. 
The Soviets, meanwhile, have 
shown not the sm allest sign of 
giving way to the Chinese. On the 
contrary, they have now let it be 
known that at the recent clean-up

of the Soviet Communist p arty 's 
Central Committee, "the slander­ 
ous 
attack" 
of 
the 
Chinese 
"forced" the three eminent hard- 
noses who are supposed to m eet 
with the Chinese, Susiov, Andro­

speak 
their minds about Peking in no 
uncertain term s. 
At this writing, it is far from 
clear that, if one of the two p ar­ 
ties to the row actively desires a 
final break, a break will quite un­ 
avoidably take place sooner or 
later. It is sure to come eventual­ 
ly, unless Mao Tse-tung dies, or 
Khrushchev dies, or some other 
vast change alters the whole equa­ 
tion. 
It is tim e, therefore, to think 
about the character of the new 
world-pattern that is likely to be 
produced by such a transform ing 
event. With due respect, the best 


way to envision the effects of a 
final break between the Soviet 
and Chinese Communist parties 
is to recall the great church-divi- 
sions, which took place when the 
Patriarch of Constantinope pro­ 
claim ed his independence of the 
Bishop of Rome, and when M ar­ 
tin Luther nailed his theses to the 
church door at W ittenberg. 
This break will have som e of 
the character of both of these 
rifts in the church. In other words, 
there will be a basic territorial 
division, 
like 
the ancient divi­ 
sion between 
the E astern 
and 
W estern Churches. The Chinese 
Communists have already gained 
the adherence of all the other 
Oriental Communist parties ex­ 
cept the North Vietnam ese, who 
will alm ost certainly have to fol­ 
low' Peking when the m om ent of 
crises arrives.

Averill H arrim an reveals 
no non-Asian parties except those 
in .Albania, 
New 
Zealand, and 
probably Venezuela, in which the 
Chinese faction has a clear m a­ 
jority. 
Furtherm ore, 
the 
parties 
in 
which the Chinese factions are 
even strong enough to cause ser­ 
ious trouble are limited to those 
in Mexico. Brazil, and Ecuador, 
the Scandinavian countries with 
special em phasis on Norway, and 
just possibly G reat Britain. 
The 
Muscovites have already 
expelled the pro-Chinese in the 
Belgian and Australian parties, 
and in India they have handed the 
pro-Chinese 
brethren 
over 
to 
N ehru’s police. When the break 
comes, expulsions of Chinese fac­ 
tions are bound to follow in m any 
other Communist parties all over 
the world. 
Yet m ere expulsions will not 
tidy things up, by a long chalk. 
The dreary, rigid, tradition-bound 
Moscovite parties will then have 
to compete with new, violence- 
drunken, 
pro - Chinese 
parties, 
claiming to 
expound 
the 
true 
scripture and calling all and sun­ 
dry to revolution tomorrow. Mos­ 
cow has bought the loyalty of 
Fidel Castro at a high price, in 
preparation for the break that now 
looms, but the exam ple of Castro 
is still the one the Chinese will 
point to. after their own suprem e 
example. 
In sum, this great event will of­ 
fer opportunities to the West, but 
it is also pretty likely to create 
grave problems.

Accident prevention at this 
age is the p aren ts’ responsibility. 
With growth and developm ent, 
the little one m ust be taught how 
to deal with norm al perils of the 
world in which he lives, and how 
to distinguish between the dan­ 
gerous and the safe. The basic 
approach centers about the dis­ 
cipline of obedience, which m ust 
be stressed over and over again. 
This is easier when the parents 
understand 
the different stages 
of developm ent. 
Injuries 
are 
m ore 
likely 
to 
occur before m eals, at bedtim e. 
or during overactivity. The sam e 
applies to sudden changes in en­ 
vironm ent. as in moving or at 
vacation tim e; or when m other is 
ill, too busy, or has her attention

m em bers of the family. These are 
the additional family strains that 
contribute to the high accident 
toU in children.

Maria Bueno of Brazil Tuesday 
and joined Darlene Hard, another 
Californian, in the semifinals of 
the 
Wimbledon

Tennis 
Championships. 
Little Billie Jean, overlooked in 
the seedings, knocked out seventh- 
seeded Miss Bueno, the 1959 and 
1960 winner, 6-2, 7-5 and kept alive 
her growing reputation for deflat­ 
ing favorites. When she smashed 
home the winning point. 
Billie 
Jean, only 5-foot-6, danced joyful­ 
ly to the net while the dispirited 
Brazilian walked up slowly for 
the handshake. 
Makes Eighth Attempth 
Miss Hard, making her eighth 
—and probably last — attempt to 
win at Wimbledon, eliminated Jan 
Lehane of .Australia 6-1, 1-2 when 
the Australian girl had to retire 
because of a twisted ankle. Miss 
Hard, also from Long Beach, is 
seeded fourth but ranked No. 1 in 
the United States.
